SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (film) entitled China Doll has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The CD-ROM tends to promote and support the use of coercion to compel a person to 
submit to sexual conduct. Two women are tied and one of them is forced to engage in 
sexual activity with a man who is presented as their captor. The scene uses imagery of 
violence such as pulling of the woman’s hair, pushing the woman around, screaming, 
threatening language and tying up of both women. 

The Classification Office has considered the applicability of si 4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). However, the publication tends to promote and 
support the use of coercion to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct. The 
promotion of these activities by a publication overrides consideration of the NZBR Act. 
Therefore the publication is deemed objectionable. 

The Classification Office has recommended that the moving image file entitled 
Doll02.mpg, and the accompanying files Doll02.wav and Doll02.fdr be excised. 
However, the distributor of the publication has failed to respond to the Classification 
Office’s excision notice or reminder letter within the specified periods. 

The Classification Office considers that if the recommended excisions had been made, 
then the publication would have been classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. Given the explicitness of the depictions of sexual activity, the availability of the 
publication would be injurious to the public good if not restricted to an adult audience. 
However, because the excisions were not made, China Doll is classified as 
objectionable. 
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
